Mr. Coolldge's statement that the 


United States lines may have earned 
profits but not on the •original Invest- 
ment of the ships at war time prices 
will provoke considerable controversy 
•because if the original capital invest- 
ment Is to be taken Into consideration 
In determining a shipping policy then 
the shipping board will never be able 
to dispose of the merchant fleet, Priv- 
ate owners and operators have con- 
tended that the government should 
take a loss on the original capital in- 
vestment and sell the ship at current 
prices for tonnage; The shipping 
board has figured its, profit not on the 
basis of what the:: ships, cost to war 
time but on the prices prevailing to- 
day, the Inference being that the gov- 
ernment is actually making a profit 
on these ship's in the transatlantic 
traffic just.as would be the case if 
private owners bought the ships at a 
low cost today.

FAVORS EARLY SALE 


•iThe position of President Coolidge 
to favoring an early sale of the. mer- 
chant fleet Is thoroughly consistent 
with his previous expression on the 
subject but the shipping board has 
always taken refuge in the provisions 
of the Jones merchant marine act 
which have insisted that the pur- 
chasers must guarantee- to'keep the 
American flag on the routes chosen.

The names 
of many prominent banking institu- 
tions have been mentioned as behind 
the plan. So long as no new ships 
are built, the opportunities of the mer- 
chant fleet to develop a more profitable 
business are limited, but this circum- 
stance in turn Is regarded by those 
who are trying to buy the ships as In.

FEEBLE-MINDED CHILDREN 
That thousands of feeble-minded chil- 


dren are "wasted"' each year is the rather 
startling statement made by Dr. Xeil A. 
Dayton, director of the division of mental 
deficiency Jn the Massachusetts state de- 
partment of mental diseases, after an in- 
tensive survey of the conditions in his 
own state. It provided the first success- 
ful attempt of a state to round up its en- 
tire new generation of feeble-minded 
children in order to develop them into 
useful citizens. 


Dr. Dayton reported that 14 psychiatric 


clinics travel about the state and examine 
annually 4700 children who arc retarded 
three or more years in school. Dr. Dayton 
contends that it is not an individual's in- 
telligence but his character and person- 
ality that determine whether he will make 
a useful, contented member of a commu- 
nity and that persistence, manual skill, 
honesty and normal conduct can be train- 
ed in the great majority of the feeble- 
minded.

EDISON BECOMES A BURBANK 


Word that Thomas A. Edison is to 


take up the quest of a rubber plant which 
can be grown in the United States and so 
give this country a rubber supply to make 
it independent of foreign rubber growing 
monopolies may strike many people as 
strange. For Edison is primarily a physic- 
ist—an experimenter with material forces 
rather than with plant life. 


Edison as a Burbank creating a new 


plant is not, however, such a far-fetched 
conception as it might seem at first 
glance. Edison's success has been prin- 
cipally due to his painstaking laboratory 
work. In developing his lamp filaments, lie' 
tried every sort of metal and fiber that 
could be found or manufactured. In per- 
fecting his storage battery, he used the 
same method—constant painstaking trial 
after trial—and by the process of elimina- 
tion achieved his desired results. 


It is just such method that will bring 


success in the search for a temperate zone 
rubber plant.

IS THIS LIKK YOt'K TROUBLE? 


There me t'oiiio to be no symptoms in tills sirtl- 


clc. so if that is what you arc looking for you may 
as well stoi> here and try some other column. Still. 
I have no intention to mislead when I ask whether 
this Is like your trouble. Mr. Ruskln had no such 
intention \\lion he wrote his "Notes on tho Con- 
struction of Shccpfolds." which dealt, so. my liter- 
ary adviser tells me. with the building: UD of Sun- 
day school classes or something like that, but the 
ranchman \\lio srnt to Scars Roebuck for a copy 
felt pretty .sore about it. You remember, of course, 
about the old hermit who siched and said oh. yes.

lm<l brought many troubles and misfortune* 


though most of them had never happened. 


A corrcsopndcnt remarks that it is "quite a re- 


lief to know that the pores do not absorb anything." 
I am uncertain whether the correspondent is seri- 
ous or not. But no matter. It should be auite a 
relief to know that if «ne has \harbored the fear 
or suspicion or conviction that the pores do or may 
absorb poisons, for instance, thoush I suppose it 
wouldn't bo so pleasant to gain this knowledge if 
one has cherished a fancv that some kind of salve 
or "cream" is absorbed through the skin in certain 
circumstances when applied as directed by the cos- 
metic nostrum vendor or by tho phony beauty 
specialist. 


Take a painter or a printer or any other artisan 


whose skin necessarily conies in contact with lead, 
arsenic, 
cyanide, 
benzol, 
ethyl lead, banana oil. 


anilin. antimony, carbon bisulphide, wood alcohol, 
nitroglycerin, phosphorus, turpentine, etc.. and it 
should be a comfort to him to know that, what-' 
ever risks of occupational poisoning he may en- 
counter, -he can't set the poisoninsr through his 
skin. If he is to develop chronic poisoning he must 
inhale the poison in vapor, fumes or dust, or he 
must swallow the poison in food or water or from 
his own finsers, or he must have cut. blisterqd or 
raw surfaces if he is to absorb any of the poison 
through the skin. Yes. I am aware that some old 
time doctors and health authorities assumed that 
certain poisons, say anilin oil. benzol, nitroglycenn. 
were actually absorbed through the unbroken skin 
if accidentally spilled on the worker's clothing, for 
example. But they were just guessing:, and they are 
still guessing about that. Many actual scientific 
tests have pretty conclusively proved that no such 
chemicaljs absorbed throucrh the s>kin—the subject 
of the experiment suffers no appreciable effect if 
the air he breathes is free from the volatile or va- 
porized poison. Of course you can administer chlo- 
roform or any other volatile dm;?, chemical or poi- 
son, by spilling or pouring it upon the subject's 
clothing: and keeping the subject confined where the 
air he breathes will be -well saturated.

"1—The effect is much more mark-

This Article Tells How To Build Wings, 


Assemble Two Motor Model Airplane 


Editor* Note: Tills Is the seventh of 


u series of articles telling buys of Ap 
plclon how to build model airplanes. 
The si.xtli article described the con 
struction of (he fuselage and motors 
of this twin-motored pusher 
model. 


The information in these articles was 
supplied by the Playground and Re 
creation Association of America, which 
is bpoiisoriiig a national miniature air- 
craft tournament. 


Today we finish the construction, of 


this classy twin-pusher model. If you 
followed the instructions yesterday, 
you have the fuselage of tho plane built 
uml tho two propellers attached. 


Now to build the wings, the cle- 


vator and assemble the plane. 


The following: material is needed: 
Wing: Two pieces bamboo 25" x 1-16 


x 1-1C" for edges. Nine pieces bamboo 
*" x 1-16" x 3-C4" for ribs. One piece 
bamboo 7" x 1-1C x '.«" for ends. 


Elevator: One piece bamboo 9" x 


1-1G" x 1-16" for front edge. One piece 
bamboo 18" x 1-1C" x 1-10" for rear 
edge and ends. Five pieces bamboo 3" 
.\MC" x 3-04" for ribs. 


General: One-fourth yard x 1 yard 


sheet of Japanese tissue paper, for cov. 
crmg wing and elevator. 


Ambroid and thread. 
Wing: The nine ribs are bent slight- 


ly as shown in the end view of the 
•.ving. and their ends slightly split. 
A ladder-like frame is then construct- 
ed by wedging the 25" lengths of bam- 
boo in the split ends1 of the libs and 
ambroiding in place. This frame must 
bs true in order to 
insure good 


flights. 


The remaining piece of bamboo is 


next bent mtt* a semi-circle over h*at 
and split in liaif, forming two ideiti- 
cal wing ends. The two ends are bound 
and 
ambroided to the ladder-like 


irame, and the wing frame is complet- 
ed. 


It should next be covered. A piece of 


paper is cut to larger size than the 
frame. The frame is painted in the 
center section with banana oil, and the 
center of the paper applied, carefully 
stretching it so as to remove creases. 
The paper is then trimmed and the 
"furry" edges sealed with banana oil. 
b'ecause the wing is so fragile, and on 
account of the paper being non-por- 
ous, no banana oil need be used on the 
wing. Always when not in use this 
wingr should be laid on a. flat surface 
ii' order that it may retain its true 
shape. 


Elevator: The short bamboo edge of 


the elevator is bent to a "V" shape as 
shown in the perspective view. The 
longer piece is then bent with a fiat 
section in its center and its 
ends 


rounded to form the wing tips. The 
two pieces should next be embroid- 
cd together as shown in the perspec- 
tive view. The ribs are now curved 
and inserted in their proper places in 
the same manner as was used in con- 
structing the v/ing. This elevator 
frame is next covered with tissue pa- 
per in the same fashion as the wings 
\\ere covered. The reason for having 
the front and rear edges different is 
m order that the elevator may pre- 
sent an angle to the line of flight, and 
thus raise the nose of the model. 


Assembly: Fasten the wing and ele- 


vator to the fuselage by use of rubber 
bands looped under tha fuselage sticks 
and over the wing and elevator sur- 
faces. Adjust the wings to the approx- 
imate position shown in the assembled 
view. 


Flying: Balance the model by cast- 


ing it gently forward several times 
without previously winding the pro- 
pellers in order 
to determine if it 


glides correctly. If it dives sharply 
n:ovo the wing or elevator or bjlh 
sightly forward. If it climbs too rapid- 
ly move the surfaces, backwa"d. To 
launch, wind the rubbers fairly tight: 
nold the propellers, one in each hand, 
with the model over the head, and cast 
gently forward.

Old England. Of all people on earth 
we Americans arc most closely allied 
to these EngllHli cousins of ours. Our 
language is the same; our ideals of

move and have their being. We drink 
at their fountain of 
literature and 


have the splendid habit of thinking 
for ourselves. We share with them 
the Anglo Saxon facility of adven- 
ture and the conquest of nature which 
is our most remarkable achievement 
as far as material things are con- 
cerned. 
. Being related we do like family rela- 
tives always do—we criticize each oth- 
er freely, more so than our neighbors. 
We are over-sensitive about each oth- 
er and sometimes soft soap each other 
with generalities. We like our own 
way and think it superior. 
We do 


not like things about the English be- 
cause they seem to evince a superiority 
complex not in words but attitudes 
and certain atmospheres they create. 
They ^envy us our wealth of youth, 
our sport, our prestige for resources 
and resourcefulness but we forget their 
wonderful world 
contribution.- their 


much finer statesmanship, their calm, 
their wonderful-and lasting traditions, 
and remarkable homelife. My regard for 
Canadians is absolutely extreme be- 
cause our northern neighbors seem to 
combine the virtues of Americans and 
English with the excesses of both 
people reduced to a minimum. 


The English do not run riot on their 


emotions as we do. You cannot imagine 
them mobbing a negro in London^ you 
cannot think of them enacting with one 
sweep a prohibition law. They make 
sport about us 
doing the, "crazy" 


things, because they are splendid critics 
and do it in such a courteous way. 


Our language amuses them a lit- 


tle. A boy in England wrote an essay 
not long ago on "America," In part 
he said: "America once belonged to 
England. But. since we dropped her 
she has become, a great commercial 
nation. In America they speak Amer- 
ican which is a kind of an English-" 
One of the Englishmen in our coupe 
going from Basel to Havre told us

William H. Zuehl- 
ke, former postmaster and now treas- 
urer of the Aid Association for Luth- 
erans, is the receiver in the proceed- 
ings.. 


One Applelon bank was reported to 


have lost $65,000 through tho opera- 
tions of the company and many small 
cheese companies in this vicinity were 
cither crippled or put out of busi- 
ness. 


The Simon Cheese company was or- 


ganized shortly 
before the war to 


market a special brand of cheese put 
up in small packages. The company 
did no manufacturing but purchased 
the output of about 20 nearby facto- 
rles.

SOLD STOCKs FREELY -. 


For two years it did a thriving bus- 


iness, increasing its capital stock to 
$100,000 to extend its field. It had a 
big contract with a 
large Chicago 


packing house, which, it is alleged, 
repudiated the agreement in the lat- 
ter part of 1919. As most of its transac- 
tions were with that 
concern, the 


business dwindled rapidly. The con- 
tract was for 12,000.000 pounds of 
cheese on a cost-plus basis at a price 
1 cent over the Plymouth market.
